THE BOGUS BURGLARY TAKEN UP. 

Wasuinoton, D. C., May 12.—The District In- 
vestigation Committee to-day commenced an in- 
quiry into the recent bogus burglary and safe 
robbery at the office of Diek ae the 
Assistant United States Attorney for the Dia- 
trict of Columbia. The session was held with 
closed doors, the witnesses examined being 
Hamilton Richards, the Chief of Police, A. B. 
Williams, Police Court lawyer, and Thomas 
Shepherd, brother of the Governor. For rea- 
sons best known to themselves, the Committee 
tefuse to communicate any information to cor- 
respondents to-night, and pat their short- 
hand reporter under oath not to reveal the pro- 
ceedings. 

, SUPERINTENDENT RICHARDS’ REPORT. 

Superintendent Richards, in his report of the 
burglary made to the Board of Police, says that 
when Harrington came to him, the evening they 
went to watch the District Attorney’s office, he 
said: I want the one who will come out with 
the carpet-bag folloyed ; I don’t care anything 
about the other fellow.” The question now 
arises: How did Harrington know any one would 
come out with a carpet-bag, and upon what 
knowledge did he base the statement that only 
two persons would emerge from the building ?

Every American 
starting abroad, on a journey, previously con- 
verts his greenbacks into coin, knowing how 
useless it is to leave without it. 

The following is an illustration of the pur- 
chasing power of greenbacks abroad, where the 
law doesn’t make them legal-tender: The 
United States steamer Tuscarora stopped at the 
Cape de Verde Islands during the War, needing 
coal, provisions, &c. The articles were obtaip-
